Students may submit single items as finished, rather than mailing the entire packet
all at once. Once your file is complete, you will receive written confirmation.
Personal interviews will be conducted the first weekend in December at Tivy High
School in Kerrville. All nominees will be notified by Congressman Smith before
Christmas.
